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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Hill does not require that the polyimide precursor 
powder be foamed (see "may be at least partially foamed" column 2, lines 20-21)- In the examples, the polyimide precursor powder that is 
added to the foamed polyimide is NOT foamed as per example 1 . In any event, the presently claimed heat resistant binder does not 
preclude foamed materials. 
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
